AGRICULTURAL 


DISEASED POULTJU'. 


Ilftlf a ceutury of experience iu brooding 


poultry extensively convinces me that it 
does not "pay" to spend a great deal of tiino 
in "doctoring" them. The folio wing, states 
tho case clearly; "The diseases of fowls are 
so numerous, and their origin BO various, 
that dootering them is worse than useless. 
This being the case, tho best thing that can 
be done is to put all sick fowls in a roomy 
box> placed ia a cool spot if tho weather be 
warm. They should bo fed just what they 
relish most, and plenty of good pure water 
should bo supplied. If tho disease is cura- 
ble, nature will do tho work; if not curable, 
which is often tho case, tuo bird will die 
and the rest of the flock will uotboen- 
dancjered. Sick fowls should always be re- 
moved from tho flock as eoou as possible. 
Promptness, iu this respect, may be tho 
means of saving tho entire flock from con- 
tagion. 


PKOFIT IN A GOOD SOIL. 


A good soil rarely fails, even iu ft poor 


season, of returning a paying income for 
the labor expended on it iu tho cultivation 
of any crop adapted to it. The Prairio 
Farmer says on this point; "The idea that 
the number of ecrea in crops indicates the 
farmer's income must be abandoned, and 
the number of bushels per acre must bo 
looked for instead. There is certainly less 
profit in plowing fifty acres, to raise one 
thousand bushels of grain, than in plowing 
but twenty fivo to. grow tho. same amount, 
and trusting to good seasons for fair crops 
will not be thought of by the improved 
farmer. A rich and well-cultivated soil will 
usually make fair returns in what we call 
bad or favorable seasons. What the farmer 
on a poor soil would call a good season sel- 
dom comes." 


WEIGHT OF PIGS EOB MARKET.—It was 


only G few years ago that swine breeders 
were viewing each other for tho greatest 
weight of carcass; but this is now nil 
changed. Hogs that will weigh &00 pounds 
are eold at a less price per pound than 
those of 250 to 300 pounds. The market in 
England has long favored light weights. 
London, is chiefly supplied with pigs of less 
than 300 pounds weight. And this tenden- 
cy of the market to pigs, well fatted, but 
of small weight, is just what the farmer 
should encourage, for it is exactly in tbe 
line of his interest. It costs more to make 
the second hundred pounds of a pig than 
the first, and still more to make the third 
hundred pounds, and so every pound added 
becomes more expensive.
